FRESH statistics show that road deaths 
in Somerset dropped sharply last year. 

Figures from Somerset Road Safety reveal that 
22 people were killed on the county’s roads in 
2015. That’s 11 fatalities less than in 2014 and al-

most 25 per cent lower than the target set by Som¬ 
erset County Council. 


The council’s road safety team receives police re¬ 
ports following any injury accidents recorded by 
the police and carries out its own research to iden¬ 
tify trends and look for ways to improve safety 
across Somerset’s 4,000 miles of roads. 

In 2015, five of the deaths were on urban roads, 
11 were on rural roads with the remaining six on 
trunk roads (the M5 or A303) which are also 
classed as rural. 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for highways, said: 
“I’m pleased to see a drop in the number of road 
deaths across Somerset in 2015 - although clearly 
a single death is one too many. 

Road improvements 

“It’s important we do analyse statistics like this 
thoroughly so we can make sure we target our re¬ 
sources in the right areas. 

“As you might expect for a predominately rural 
county, the majority of deaths were on country 
roads and we will be looking at ways to raise 
awareness of the specific dangers associated with 
these types of road, as well as carrying out road 
improvements where a need is identified.” 

Further analysis of the 2015 statistics show that 
73 per cent of fatal collisions involved cars, nine 
per cent motorcycles, nine per cent pedal cycles, 
five per cent vans and five per cent mobility scoot¬ 
ers. 

Each accident resulted in a single fatality. Fifty- 


nine per cent were drivers, 27 per cent passengers 
and 14 per cent were pedestrians. 

In terms of ages, 41 per cent of casualties were 
over the age of 59, 23 per cent were between 40 
and 59, 18 per cent 25 to 39 and 18 per cent in the 
16 to 24 age group. 

Somerset Road Safety provides advice to thou¬ 
sands of people every year through educational 
events and also runs Bikeability courses for school 
children and trains School Crossing Patrols. The 
team also supports companies through the Mind 
Your Business programme and has more than 
2,000 subscribers through Facebook and Twitter.

Webster's plan 
edges forward 


LAST minute changes have been announced for 
the Webster's car park project in Axminster. 

Despite the delay the changes will cause, own¬ 
ers Hallmark Estates say the “beginning of the 
evolution is on the near horizon". 

The company has submitted a planning appli¬ 
cation to change aspects of the landscaping. 

Hallmark Estates boss NealHiscocks said: “This 
is our final hurdle before selecting an operations 
route." 

Planning permission to turn the derelict site 
into a temporary car park for up to five years was 
given almost two years ago after a protracted 
planning battle. 

The site, a prominent eyesore for more than 30 
years, will be turned into a car park until a long¬ 
term development plan has been devised. 

Mr Hiscocks added: “We've made no final deci¬ 
sions on how or when the car park will be opera¬ 
tional. Although, after a 13-year journey to this 
point and the last 12 months having been so mo¬ 
mentous for the site and, indeed, the town, the 
beginning of the initial evolution of Webster's is 
definitely on the near horizon."

Webster’s: the final hurdle 



“THE beginning of the evolution is on the hori¬ 
zon". Now, if I was more cynical I would be treat¬ 
ing that statement not with a pitch of salt but a tin 
of Saxa! 

Owners of 
Webster’s Garage in Axminster say they have just 
“one more hurdle” to cross before opening the 
town centre site that has blighted Axminster for 
30 years or more as a car park. 

My tongue-in-cheek reference in last week’s 
column to the rumour that there were some in 
town who would like to see the weekly street 
market moved to the Webster’s site caused a bit 
of a stir. 

But as I predicted, it’s never going to happen 
with current Lord of Manor, Jim Rowe, who owns 
the Axminster market rights, texting me to con¬ 
firm that conclusion. 

Planning permission for the car park was 
granted two years ago but the matter has been 
further delayed over the submission of a new 
landscape plan. 

Although no decision on a opening date has 
been made, we are told that the beginning of the 
end to protracted negotiations are nigh. I’ve often 
wondered whether I would still be writing about 
Webster’s until the day I retire. The announce¬ 


ment on page 10 that Pulman’s is now back in the 
hands of local management has delayed that 
eventuality so perhaps the end of the saga will 
happen before I hang up my notebook after all.

Police appeal on Ilminster burglaries 


POLICE are appealing to the public for information 
after two burglaries in the Ilminster area on the same 
day earlier this month. 

The first burglary on Wednesday, January 13th was 
in the Lower Horton area of Ilminster and the second 
in the Stocklinch area. The burglars broke into the 
properties and stole jewellery and electricals. 

A red vehicle was seen close to one of the properties 
during the time of the burglary and the Investigations 
Team are keen to hear from anyone who might have 
seen anything or anyone suspicious in the area at that 
time. They are particularly keen to hear from anyone 
who may have seen a red vehicle perhaps parked up 
in the area. 

PC Jim Card from Yeovil Police Station said: “I 
would be interested to hear from anyone who has in¬ 
formation about these two incidents. 

“Burglary is both a priority for the Constabulary and 
the PCC. We know that being burgled can be very 
traumatic and unsettling. We want to try and prevent 


this type of crime from happening at all and the public 
can play a huge part in helping us to help them and 
taking some really simple crime prevention measures 
can really help deter opportunist thieves. 

“We are also committed to detecting these crimes 
and bringing offenders to justice, so I do appeal to the 
public to get in touch if you have any information at 
all about these incidents, even if you think it might 
be small or insignificant. Sometimes those are the de¬ 
tails that really make a difference to an investigation!”

Recycling centre to go cash free 


CHARD Recycling Centre is going cash-free for 
the month of February, in a trial that will see it 
taking payments only on “plastic". 

Payments will be accepted on Visa and Master- 
Card credit and debit cards, Visa Electron and 
Diner's Club, including contactless cards. 

Security and safety of staff has been cited as 
the reasons for the trial, as Chard takes a wide 
variety of charged-for materials, with waste lev¬ 
els rising year-on-year. These include items 
classified as non-household, such as gas bottles, 
soil, hardcore and tyres, brought in by residents, 
as well as a wide range of domestically-gener¬ 
ated vehicle parts. 

Businesses are charged to recycle or dispose of 
two dozen commercial waste materials, from 
timber and fridges to plasterboard and fluores¬ 
cent tubes. 

Like all recycling sites in Somerset, Chard also 
does a brisk trade in “Revive" soil conditioner at 
£4 a bag and £10 for three. 


Chard Recycling Centre was chosen as the trial 
site as the staff are experienced in handling pay¬ 
ments on plastic and the current level of trans¬ 
actions is manageable. 

It is also one of 10 sites that accept paid-for 
businesses' commercial waste, and - in a sepa¬ 
rate scheme - among the 10 sites that takes paid- 
for residents' vehicle parts for recycling or 
disposal. 

After the trial the results will be considered by 
the councillors on Somerset Waste Board before 
any decision is taken about whether to extend it 
to other sites in future. 

A Somerset Waste Partnership spokesman 
said: 1 ‘As the rest of the world goes cash-free, we 
need to see if this might work for payments at re¬ 
cycling sites, with Chard the testbed."

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Police commissioner and MP discuss station’s future 


YEOVIL Police Station and the Yeovil 
One Team were the two main points dis¬ 
cussed when Avon and Somerset Police 
and Crime Commissioner (PCC) Sue 
Mountstevens met with local MP Marcus 
Fysh. 

The future of Yeovil Police Station and its cus¬ 
tody suite has been the topic of debate for the past 
few months, with many residents openly express¬ 
ing their views regarding the building and policing 
presence within the town. 

At the meeting, Ms Mountstevens reiterated her 
position to the MP that no imminent decisions on 
the station have yet been made. She also made it 
clear that, regardless of the future of the current 
building, the police are committed to ensuring that 
an enquiry office and visible policing presence will 
remain within the town. 

Co-location within Yeovil town centre is one of 
the options being explored and would support the 
progress being delivered by the Yeovil One Team, 
which sees a range of agencies working together 
on various issues facing the communities of Yeovil. 

PCC Mountstevens said: “I committed two years 
ago to review the constabulary estate to reduce 
over-sized and underutilised police buildings by 36 
per cent by 2019/20 in order to focus funding on 
police officer and PCSO numbers. 

“Yeovil Police Station remains within that re¬ 
view, due to the fact that only half of the building 
is being used and is expensive to run. I have agreed 
to look at options of sub-letting the surplus space.” 

The station currently supports a number of func¬ 
tions such as neighbourhood policing, response of¬ 
ficers and custody as well as hosting five custody 
sergeants and eight detention officers despite only 
receiving on average one detainee ever four hours 
in a 24 hour period. 

Ms Mountstevens also shared with Mr Fysh an 


update following her recent scrutiny visit to the 
Yeovil One Team, a Community Safety Grant-sup¬ 
ported project made up of police and various other 
partners. 

Representatives at the meeting included police, 
housing, trading standards, environmental health, 
mental health and fire service who spoke about 
various issues including street drinkers, individuals 
responsible for causing anti-social behaviour 
(ASB) in the town centre and ASB linked with sup¬ 
ported housing. 

PCC Sue Mountstevens said: “Multi-agency 
working across a variety of services and skill sets 
ensures the highest level of support for helping vul-

They would need to be home-based, and will 
receive a weekly fee of £375 a week in recogni¬ 
tion of their skills and responsibilities, as well as 
payments in between placements. Carers will 
also be given high level support and supervision 
from the Single Placement Care team, and the 
chance to attend a bi-monthly support group 
with other professionals to get advice and dis¬ 
cuss strategies for helping the child or young 
person. 

The child or teenager might need a high level of 
supervision and display behaviour that is of con¬ 
cern. They may have experienced abuse or neg¬ 
lect, or have parents unable to care for them. 
They could have complex medical needs and dis¬ 
abilities, or need help tackling their use of drugs 
and alcohol, or be known to the police. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, Cabinet member 
for Children and Families, said: “We know there 
are talented, unflappable individuals in Somerset 
who have the potential to make an astonishing 
difference to these young people, and help them 
confront their challenges head on. We really want 


priate support as and when they need it. 

Prevention is also key in helping our most vul¬ 
nerable. Working together provides the opportu¬ 
nity to intervene earlier, supporting individuals 
who might otherwise turn to a life of crime. 

Ms Mountstevens ended the meeting offering 
Marcus Fysh MP the opportunity of going out with 
the Yeovil One Team.

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Family building firm celebrates 120th anniversary 


A BUILDING company based in Horton, near 
Ilminster, has just celebrated its 120th birthday, and 
is looking forward to many more. 

J. Layzell and Sons celebrated 120 years of tra¬ 
ditional craftsmanship at the end of last year. 

A company spokesperson said: “There are many 
Layzell builders locally, as the descendants of Jer¬ 
emiah Layzell, who founded J. Layzell and Sons 
in 1895, spread his family and talents across the 
South West. 

“There is, however, only one J. Layzell and Sons 
and they are still based in the same location, in the 
same yard at Horton as their great grandfather was. 

“The ‘ J’ is what links the current generation with 
the past as every male Layzell continuing the orig¬ 
inal business has either their first or middle name 
beginning with J. 

Current managing director Harvey Layzell ex¬ 
plained: “At one time there was a huge saw pit as 
well as a lime pit, a smithy and joinery. We made 
wheels, carts and even coffins. The business 
peaked just before the great depression when there 
were 70 men working for us.” 

The same skills have been handed down through 
the generations, and Harvey grew up in Horton 
with the yard as his playground. 

Surrounding him were houses his ancestors built 
and up the road is the church his great grandfather 
built in 1897. 

He said: “It’s wonderful that the church still plays 
such an important part in our lives. Our children 
were christened there and our oldest daughter is 
buried there.” 

Their younger daughter Amelia, 15, is a fifth gen¬ 
eration Layzell but shows no sign of joining her fa¬ 
ther in the building trade. 

Harvey’s great grandfather had six sons, two of 
whom set up building businesses in Devon, leaving 
Harvey’s grandfather Wesley to take over from Jer¬ 


emiah. 

Following WWII there was a property boom and 
J. Layzell and Sons established their reputation for 
quality, luxury, modern developments. 

Wesley had three sons who he sensibly trained to 
cover all important skills; Peter became a plumber, 
Tim a painter and decorator, and Michael a joiner. 

Michael left as soon as he finished his appren¬ 
ticeship in the early 1970s, leaving Peter and Tim 
to continue until Wesley retired. 

Peter carried on the business in the early 1980s, 
continuing the high standard in house building and 
the refurbishment and repair of historic buildings. 

Attracted by the romance and complexity of con¬ 
servation, Harvey has forged an enviable reputa¬ 
tion winning numerous awards including the 
prestigious SPAB Fellowship in 1994. 

He concluded: “The beauty of old buildings is 
that they were here before us and will be here long 
after we are gone. 

“Working on Broadway Methodist Chapel rein¬ 
forces this, as my grandfather added the Sunday 
School extension and we are now updating and re¬ 
vamping the interior to suit modem requirements. 

“It’s exciting when things go full circle like this.”

NEWSPAPER proprietor Sir Ray Tindle has sealed a 
ground-breaking deal which passes ownership of some 
of his leading titles to the people who run them. 

Pulman’s View in Devon and Somerset and the View 
From series in Dorset, along with the capital’s South 
London Press, Mercury, and the London Weekly News 
titles, including the Westminster, Fulham and Hammer¬ 
smith Chronicles, Kensington & Chelsea News and the 
Westminster & Pimlico News series, now pass into the 
hands of executives Philip Evans, Karen Sheppard and 
Hannah Walker. 

However, Sir Ray insists the deal does not signal his 
retirement. He is now celebrating his 90th year and has 
no intention to stand back from front-line management. 

He says the sale is to ensure the long life of the papers 
which include some of the oldest in the country. 

The deal still leaves him with the ownership of ap¬ 
proaching 200 titles across the country (plus percent¬ 
ages from eight per cent to 49 per cent in more than 


another 200 papers making his interest in the local 
press still total more than 400 titles). He intends to re¬ 
main hands-on. 

In this unique deal Sir Ray also remains a 10 per cent 
shareholder in the newspapers with Karen, Philip and 
Hannah holding equal shares of 30 per cent each. 

The new group owned by Philip, Karen and Hannah 
is called Capital Media Newspapers Limited and will 
continue to operate from London and Lyme Regis. 

The South London Press celebrated its 150th anniver¬ 
sary in 2015 and Sir Ray threw a party on board HMS 
Belfast in London attended by HRH the Countess of 
Wessex, Secretary of State Lor Culture Media & Sport, 
John Whittingdale, and the entire staff of the paper. 

At the event Sir Ray emphasised the key role local 
newspapers play up and down the country and how 
they are fundamental to democracy. Sir Ray Tindle, 
who bought his first paper after receiving demobilisa¬ 
tion money as did all those who were in the Army dur¬ 


ing the Second World War, has a career history of mak¬ 
ing failing newspapers viable. 

With a staff he describes as one of the very best in the 
UK press, Tindle Newspapers has launched, or bought 
up, 47 titles since the start of this recession. 

On this latest announcement Sir Ray said it made 
complete sense to sell the London and Dorset titles to 
the people who currently run them. He wished Philip 
Karen and Hannah and the whole staff all the very best 
for the future. 

He said the staffs of these papers were superb. 

Philip, who originally launched the View From series, 
said: “Having managed local newspapers in London 
earlier in my career, I am looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge of working alongside Karen and Hannah in con¬ 
tinuing to build our stable of titles in the capital as well 
as retaining my Dorset, Devon and Somerset links with 
Pulman’s Weekly News and the View From series, 
which I launched in 2005. All three of us share Sir

Philip is also joint managing director of the London

A MINOR brake fire started in a bus in Crewk¬

“The Lord of Misrule then performed 
the wassail ceremony with a tradi¬ 
tional apple howling before inviting 
two local children to pour cider 
around the base of the guardian apple 
tree and then place a cider soaked 
piece of toast in its branches. 

“The ceremony ended in the tradi¬ 
tional way when all present were in¬ 
vited to make a cacophony of sound 
to wake the tree spirits from their 
slumber and frighten away the evil 
spirits.” 


Warning over fires caused 
by reflection of sun's rays 


DEVON & Somerset Fire & Res¬ 
cue Service has warned about 
fires caused by the sun’s rays 
focussing through or onto 
glass, and then setting fire to 
nearby objects. 

At this time of year the winter 
sun is low in the sky and shines 
directly through windows. 

Any mirrored or glass items 
close to the window may re¬ 
focus the sun’s rays onto com¬ 
bustible items, often curtains, 
heating them up to a point 
where they spontaneously ig¬ 
nite into flames. 

Paul Bray, community safety 
protection manager for Devon 
& Somerset Fire & Rescue 
Service, said: “Many people do 
not realise the dangers of leav¬ 
ing glass objects too close to 
windows. 

“Anything that can concen¬ 
trate the sun’s ray should be 
moved away from the window 
to reduce the risk of fire break¬ 
ing out, especially where the 
sun can shine directly into the 
room. 

“I have personally attended 
two fires caused by make-up 
mirrors, positioned on dressers, 
in bedrooms. 

“One of these fires occurred in 
the early morning, with the sun 
shining through a south-east¬ 


erly facing window, and the 
other occurred in the early 
evening, with the sun shining 
through a south westerly fac¬ 
ing window. Both days were 
bright and sunny, but not hot. 

1 ‘If any of your rooms are pen¬ 
etrated by bright sunlight, es¬ 
pecially at this time of year, 
carry out a check to make sure 
any glass objects cannot re¬ 
focus the sunlight to create a 
fire. 

“Now would also be a good 
time to discuss your fire proce¬ 
dures with the rest of your 
family, fit or check your smoke 
alarm is working, and put into 
practice a simple routine of 
shutting internal doors, not 
only as part of a bedtime rou¬ 
tine - but also whenever you 
leave your home unattended, 
as even a light internal door will 
prevent or reduce smoke and 
heat damage to a rooms con¬ 
tents."

Becoming the first male home help 
and visiting those on their own, he wanted 
to do more to alleviate these feelings of 
loneliness. Using his army pension he 
purchased a house in Bermondsey South 


London, inviting two local residents who had been living 
alone, to join him. The first Abbeyfield house was bom.

YEOVIL Town deservedly moved out 
of the relegation zone on goal differ¬ 
ence, but if they are to maintain their 
climb to safety they must take their 
chances. 

Playing with a determination and flair 
I have not seen all season, they carved 
out three golden opportunities to put the 
game beyond Crawley in the first 15 
minutes. 

Twice Shaun Jeffers managed to miss 
from less than two yards out following 
some well worked approach play in¬ 
volving the ever consistent Connor 
Roberts and the outstanding Liam 
Walsh who has joined on loan from 
Everton. 

The other stumbling block was 
keeper Callum Preston who produced a 
fantastic close range save to keep out 
Lrancois Zoko’s diving header, and 
keptthe Reds in the game. 

Crawley clawed their way back into 
the game as they slowed the tempo. The 
ploy worked as Yeovil’s high-octane 
start was stifled. Despite this they pro¬ 
duced little but for Jacub Sokolik hav¬ 
ing to deflect Roarie Deacon’s shot 
wide after he robbed Nathan Smith as 
he dithered around the penalty spot. 

When Zoko just failed to reach an¬ 
other excellent cross from Roberts, it 
appeared as if the Glovers might rue 
going in goalless at the break. 

Yeovil seized the initiative again after 
halftime and finally made the break¬ 
through just before the hour with the in¬ 
troduction of Ryan Bird in place of 
Jeffers. 

Matt Dolan, who must have been 
smarting following his two penalty 
misses at Morecombe and against 
Carlisle in the penalty shoot-out, didn’t 
let it show with a superb display in mid- 
field, and set up the goal. He struck a 
scintillating volleyed pass with the out¬ 
side of his boot that dropped over the 
visiting defence for the predatory Bird 
to volley high into the net. 

This forced Crawley to look for an 
equaliser which made more gaps at the 
back which Yeovil exploited. 

Only once was Artur Krysiak forced 
into real action, but it was an important 
save; brilliantly turning former Glover 
Matt Harrold’s fierce header onto the 
angle of the goalframe. 

Another young loanee Tahvon Camp¬ 
bell from West Bromwich Albion like 
Walsh began to show his huge poten¬ 
tial, and it was obvious from their con¬ 
fidence and awareness as well as ability 
they were both part of Premiership 
clubs. 

He was thwarted on 71 minutes when 
Preston produced a spectacular save to 
tip his header on to the crossbar, before 
turning Ryan Dickson’s 20-yard sting¬ 
ing drive round the post. 

However, Campbell got his revenge 
on 77 minutes cutting inside from the 
left before bending a magical curling 
25-yard shot high into the top far cor¬ 
ner. 

Indecision between Krysiak and his 
defenders saw Lee Barnard sneak in 
and loop a header over them with six 
minutes left to leave an anxious finale. 

The LA Cup defeat meant lost rev¬ 
enue of over £250k but perhaps it was 
a blessing in disguise. 

It is almost certain none of the money 
would have been used to buy new ad¬ 
ditions to the squad, and with nothing 
to play for but survival, it appeared that 
the players have found some new life. 

However they need to be winning 
consistently now to get out of trouble.
